‘BUSINESS IN CONGRESS. 


THREE APPROPRIATION BILLS ON 
THEIR WAY. 


Senator Anthony Declines the Presidency Pro Tem- 
pore, and Edmunds Retains the Place—The 
Chalmers-Manning Case Opened Before 
the Committee-The House, Etc. 


Wasnincton, January 14—It is expected 
thata considerable portion of the present 
week will be devoted by the senate to the 
consideration of the Mexicam reciprocity 
treaty. A proposition has been made ia ex 
ecutive session that this discussion take 
place with open doors, and many senaiors 
have expressed themselves in favor of it, but 
the precedents, with one exception, are 
against such a course, and it is uncertain 
what decision will be reached 
by the senate in the presentinstance. The 


treaty will doubiless be ratified, but several 
objections to it will be made in the progress 
of the discussion. There are senators who ap- 
prehend war and prospective annexation asa 
result of the complications which they think 
are sure to grow out of the attempts by Amer- 
icans to establish themselves in  busi- 
ness in Mexico. Others who hold 
the opinion that if the president 
and senate may establish free trade relations 
with one nation, they mav with all, aud thus 
exclude the popular branch of congress from 
any participation in the exercise of one of 
the most imporiant fanctions of the govern- 
ment, that of raising the revenue. It will 
also be argued thatreciprocity treaties exist 
between Mexico and otber powers, confering 
upon them all advantages granted ‘'the 
favored nation,’’ and that the ratification of 
the present treaty would, therefore, confer 
upon*the United States conspicuous advanta- 
ges, simce the other treaty nations must be 
admitted to share in its benefit. By the pro- 
visions of the treaty the ratification must 
take place during the present week or the 
matter falls. 
THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH BILL. 

Senator Hill wili probably makea speech 
upon his postal bill, after which the subject 
will be lett with the committee of postoftices 
and postroads untili several pending measures 
shall have been ananylized and finally passed 
upon by the conmittee. Itis possible that 
Senator Sherman’s bill, authourizing the 
secretary of the treasury to issueto national 
banks any amount of circulation equal 
to 90 per cent of the market value of 
their bonds, will be reported from the finance 
committee on Tuesday, in which case it is 
likeiy to receive the attention of the senate 
duriag the week. Should Senator Harrison 
return during the week the discussion of the 
bill to reorganize the legis!ative power of the 
territory of Utah, may be resumed. 

THE BUSINESS BEFORE THE HOUSE,

THE MeXICAN RECIPROCITY TREATY. 

The senate in executive session this after- 
noon took up the Mexican reciprocity treaty, 
the discussion of which continued ao hour 
and a half. Only one vote was taken, 
that being upon a motion to commit the 
treaty. Itis understood that the purpose of te 
motion was to defeat ratification by delaying 
the treaty in committee until after the 20th 
of the month, upon which date, if not rati- 
fied, it fails, The motion was made in the 


interest.of the sugar producers of Louisiana, 
who are foremost in opens the treaty, but 
was probably supported by all the enemies of 
the treaty, and the result may be regarded as 
a test of its strength in the senate. The mo- 
tion to recommit, after some discusion, 
which hardly entered into the merits of 
the main question, was, upon 
division, lost by a considerable majority. A 
further discussion followed, in the course of 
which the general economic features of the 
treaty Were commented upon, chiefly by its 
opponents, It was argued that the benefits 
to be derived by the United States were ex- 
ceedingly small. ‘The list of articles to be ad- 
mitted by Mexicuv included buta few that 
were notalready on her free list, and none

It was also said that 
was not far from Mexico 
and that Cuban sugar and tobacco would find 
free entry through Mexico into the United 
States. A motion was made to open the 
doors and continue the discussion in public. 
This was opposed on the ground that many 
delicate questions respecting our relations 
with foreign countries and the effect upon 
them of the ratification of this treaty, were 
likeiy to arise which it would be unwise to 
discus3in public. Pending the decision the 
session closed.

WasHincton, January 14.—The United 
States consul at Malaga, Spain, reports to 
the department of state that a fraudulent 
scheme, intended to obtain money from 
ereduions Americans, has recently been dis- 
covered there, after having apparently 
been for considerable time in successful op- 
peration. Itisas follows: An alleged cure 
of one of the Spanish churches writes to the 
head of a family in the United States that he 
attended in his dying moments in prison a 
‘Brigadier,’ who entrusted him with the 
guardianship of achild and large property. 
A relationship between the person addressed 
and the young heir is intimated. 
Considerable money is alleged to have been 
secretéd by the ‘Brigadier’ during his flight 
with the Garlist army. Secrecy is enjoined 
on accountof the sanctity of the priestly 
uffice, and the efforts of the Spanish govern- 
meat to obtain the secreted fortune. The 
communications end with a request fur mon- 
ey to send the child to its American relations,

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THE DEA'H OF MR. WM. KING. 
Mr. Wm. King, of Marietta, died at his home near 
that city on Saturday night of pneumonia, in his 
80) hh year. 
Mr. King was in many respects a remarkable 
man—in all respects an admirable one. For sixty- 
four years he was an ac'ive worker ia the church 
and Sunday school. When he was sixteen years 
old, he began bis missionary work in Savannah, 
geing into Yammacraw and carrying the gospel to 
(the poor and ignorant.

Last August 
Mr Rhodes received a handbill announcing the 
reward that would be paid for his 
apprehension. This, itis supposed, was sent by 
some of Ham’s friends.as it was known that Wright 
had some relatives in that vicinity. Rodes kept 
his eyes and ears open, and last week he became 
convinced that he knew where bis man was. On 
Thureday night, in company with his deputy, he 
knocked at the door of the residence of Mr. Smith, 
who had married a cousin of Wright. 
The family had all retired, but Smith 
answered the knock As soon as h® opened the 
door Rhodes and his deputy stepped inside and in 
another moment they informed him 4s to their bus 
iness. He admitted that Wright wasiao the bouse, 
and pointed out the room where he was, witha 
brother of Smith. The sheriff knocked on the 
room door and Wright conrented to surrender as 
soon as he was apprised of their  pur- 
pose and was assured that no harm 
would come tohim. He opened the door and ad- 
mitted the oflicers. He and his room-mate had 
gone to bed Hehad a pistol convenieut and 
conld have used it before opening the door; but as 
hefafterwards told Rodes, he preferred to submit 
quietly rather than aggravate his cae by 
resisting arrest. He came willingly 
to Forsyth— not demanding & réequi 
sition from the governor of Georgia, and not need- 
ingtobe hand-cuffed. Mr. Rodes brou,ht him 
without help and said he gave no trouble; in fact, 
he spoke highly of Wright’s good conduct whi'e 
under arrest. Wright has been in Kentucky ever 
since soon afier the killing. He went from home 
in a buggy to some peint on the Western and 
Atlantic road, above | aud there took 
the train and went directly to his cousin’s.

ENGLAND IN EGYPT, 

The rebellion in the Soudan under the 
leadership of the mahdi has led to a radical 
change of programme at Cairo. Mr. Glad 
stone decided that he would not reconquer 
the Soudan, and the khedive has accepted the 
situation. Darfour and Kardofan are to be 
abandoned, and if any part of the vast region 
is retained it will be the eastern section, in- 
cluding Khartoum, Berber and {ua- 
kim. The belief in England is that the tribes of 
the Soudan cannot be consolidated, and that 
they will therefore soon begin to plunder one 
another. Without a railroad line from the 
Nile, the Soudan has been a source of weak- 
ness to Egypt; and it isa region that no one 
will be apt to covet if England sees no possi- 
bilities in it. 

The new prime 


minister of the khe- 
dive is an Armenian Christian, who 
was educated in England. He 
heartily accepts the new programme. He 
believes that Egypt can prosper only by 
union with England; and he will therefore 
turn a deaf ear tothe porte and to all the 
rest of Europe, preferring at all times the 
advice of the oountry that furnishes the 
troops that keep down discontent. I{ fur- 
ther proof was needed to show that Egypt is 
really only an English province,recentevents 
in Cairo furnish it. France and Turkey 
may not like the situation, but it 
is plain that Mr. Gladstone has added Egypt 
to the British empire,and that too ina way tha' 
the rest of Europe can find ne ground to base 
an objection upon. He sent trogps to Egypt 
to uphold the Kkhedive, and he is compelled 
to keep them there in order to keep him in 
Egypt atall.

* “The Bread-Winners,”’ the anonymous siory 
t has attracted so much attention as a se- 
Fria) in the pages ot The Century Magazine, 
/ has been issued in book form. The critics 
generally are agreed that the concluding 
chaptersof the book do not carry out the 
brilliant promise of the opening ones. As 
the story is mot a novel in any sense, the 
anonymous anther calls it ‘A social studv,”’ 
but even this title is of too large a signifi- 
cance to fit the somewhat cramped and inar- 
tistic methods of the book. The sensational 
and one-sided glimpses of the so-called strug 
gle between labor and capital are either over- 
drawn or inadequate. A story justifying the 
title of ‘Social Study” would 
deal with something more sub- 
stantial and instructive than a series of 
episodes of so exceptional a character that 
their origin is to be traced to accident rather 
than tothe developmentof any particular 
social conditions. a 
It is just here that the art of the author of 
“The Bread-Winners” fails. Itis true that 
the episodes with which he deals are grouped 


artistically, but, projected against a back- 


ap iam 
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must sem futile and feeble indeed. A book | 
which isatonce astory and “a social study” 

should give us notonly the episodes which 

are the result of accident, but the growth 

and results of those conditions that depend 
on the development of character. A 80 
clal study in the shape of fiction 
necessarily concerns itself with the develop- 
ment of character; but there is no develop- 
ment in “The Bread-Winners’’—no develop- 

ment of character, no development of cun- 
ditions, and very little development of cir- 
cumstance. 

The book is written from the newspaper 
point of view, if we may be permitted to so 
characterize rapidity of presentation. The 
episodes and incidents seem to be taken on 
the spot and served up hot, and there is no 
escaping from their interest. But the artistic 
spirit is wofully lacking.

giving them a firm and enduring basis, not 
only in his own imagination, but in the 
readers. This method 
is wholly lacking in “The 
Bread-Winners.”’ The characters’ lack 
a basis; they have no foothold; they are in 
the air, as the phrase is; they are mere sketch-

In spite of allof this, however, the book is 
a notable one. Asastrongand stirring piece 
of fiction itis of far more interest and im- 
portance than any contemporary novel Eng- 
lish or American, which we can now call to 
mind. The siyleissingularly flexible and 
subtle, but at the same time free and forcible. 
If the characters are mere sketches, they are 
very brilliant sketches. As far as they go, 
they are done to the life. There is no fa- 
tiguing anslysis, no sqgueamisiness, no glori- 
fication of affectations. From beginning to 
all ig strong, clear and even 
brilliant.

The distinguished Scotchman, whose obser 
vations and cpinions form the groundwork 
of this article, does not hesitaie to say that 
the south offers greater advantages tos 
labor and enterprising capital than any other 
section of the country. People without either 
skill or capital, he thinks, should stay away. 
In the south the immigrant whois without 
these qualifications will find the field fully 
occupied by the negro, who is better adapted 
to rough outdoor work than the foreigner. In 
the north and west this labor:is done by 
white men, and there the immigrant can Ja- 
bor without social degradation, Those sec- 
tions, therefore, are the best fields for un- 
skilled and moneyless foreigners. People in 
Europe find it difficult to get full and reliable 
information concerning the south and its e- 
sources. On every hand they see conspicuous 
placards, pamphlets, circulars and advertis- 
ing dodgers of every description,embellishing 
in florid style the attractions of 
Nebraska, Nevada, and the far west 
and the prosperous north, but they see noth- 
ing to draw their attention to the south, All 
sorts of slanders and stories are circulated 
against this section, and no reply is ever 
made. Occasionally a dry paper of southern 
statistics makesits appearance, but nothing 
in the shape of newsy, flaring, inviting 
paniphlets and circulars. A London daily 
sometimes prints afourcolumn advertise- 
ment setting forth the advantages of a north- 
western state. The effect of all 
this can readily be imagined. 
Foreigners who contemplate emigrating 
tothe United States are impressed with the 
idea that the south does not want them and 
has no advantages to offer, and their eyes 
naturally turn to the states advertising their 
resources and sending assurances across the 
water that they have a hearty welcome ready 
for all new comers,

The professor thinks that we have ten times 
more'to advertise and boast of than other 
sections. He has seen richer, more varied 
and extensive mineral depositsin the south 
than anywhere else. The diamonds, silver, 
and gold dug out of the hills of North Caro- 
lina and north Georgia; the minerals of Ten- 
nessee, the virgin forests of the south, and 
the agricultural and manufacturing advan- 
tages to be fonnd here filled him with surprise 
and admiration. The growth of our iron and 
cotton manufactures interested him, and. in 
his opinion these industries are destined soon 
to outstrip northern and western competition. 
Our Scotch friend, however, is afraid 
that northern capitalists will make 
a strong effort to so manipulate railway 
transportation as to discriminate against and 
throttle southern manufactures, and as our 
railroads are largely owned by northern and 
English capitalists, this is a danger to be care- 
fully guarded against. The remedy is to 
diversify our manufacturing and agricultural 
products, and build our own railroads. 


Astothe negro, Professor Curr says with 
much emphasis thathe gets much beiter 
treatment than he deserves. Our tour- 
ist is ordinarily a moderate’ man, 
and his language is remarkable for its mild 
evenness, but in discussing this branch of the 
subject he says that if he lived in the south, 
before he would let the negrorule it by the 
ballot box he ‘‘would resort to anything short 
of actual murder.”’ This is of course very 
desperate and very shocking, but as the utter- 
ance of a distinguished foreigner it is cer- 
tainly worth quoting.

commeree, and then gives the world fully 
and fairly the results of his study and obser- 
vation. ” 

NATIONAL BANK LEGISLATION, 

The finance committees of the senate and 
house are giving renewed consideration tothe 
somewhat knotty problenis in financial legis- 
laiion which. the rapid extinguishment of 
the public debt is forcing upon the attention 
ofthe country. A great many plans have 
been offered, some to provide a permanent 
basis for the national banks, and others tu 
provide for the issue of treasury notes to 
take the place of bank currency. 

The Sherman bill proposes to allow na- 
tional banks to issue circulation to an 
amount within ten percentof the market 
value of the borids. In the event of shrink-: 
age the treasury is to have power to call upon 
the banks to make good their margins. The 
democrats will oppose this plan, while many 
republicans are not prepared to indorse it.

When ~-Diaz 
retired he temporarily went to work on Cer- 
tain railway schemes, f0 arranging it that 
Gonzales should be his successor. lt is claimed 
that the two agreed to promote each other’s finan- 
cial interests, with the understanding that Disz 
should again possiss the government as soon as the 
law would let himin. The programme has been 
carried out. Diaz has ruied by his proxy, Gonzales 
and through him has grown enormously wealthy 
out of certain railway subsidies. The outlook 
points to Diez as the next president, and under his 
strong rule the development of Mexico will be as- 
sured, The nightmare of Mexican existernceis the 
dread of annexation tothe United States, and 
Americans have arather hard time. But railroads 
and the civilizing influences of commerce will soon 
straighten out our sister republic. 
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SomE of our esteemed democratic contemporaries 
have already begun to snuff coal oil inthe breeze 
in Ohio. A campaign based oncoal oil and free 
trade will give the democratic party the appearance 
ofa Vermont consumptive who has spent two sea- 
sonsin Florida.

It is probable that managers 
of warehouses take every pos:ible 
precaution against fire. Ii they do not 
they ought to. ‘nis year’s expé@rience is sufficient 
to teach them the necessity of prohibiting smoking 
and the use of matches in their warehouses. Wri- 
ters in insurance journals are begiuning to inquire 
whether it paysto insure cotton at any price in 
warehouses thatare not builtin fire-proof com- 
partments The time is not distant wher. both in- 
surers and insured willdemand the safest ware- 
houses that can be constructed,

The Trials of Frank 
Pitrrencec, January 14.—The trial of James 
Nutt, for the killing of A. L. Dakes, com- 
menced this morningin the criminal court 
before Judge Stowe. A large crowd seeking 
admission to the court rooms began assem- 
bling as early as 8 o'clock, although the open- 
ing hour was 10 o’clock. Long before 9 a. m. 
the stairway and corridors were literally 
packed. Jhe crowds pushed and jammed 
each other, and above the con: 
fusion which prevailed couid be heard 
the cries ot the peddlers selling pamphlets 
puporting to give a veracious history of the 
tragedy leading up tothe crime for waich 
Nutt will petried to-day. Whiie the crowd 
was awaiting the opening of the doors, young 
Nutt wis being examined by Dr. Driggs, who 
will probably be cailed asa witness during 
the trial: He declined to giveany expression 
ag to the object of bis visit and the result 
reached. Atl10:200’clock Judge Stowe ap- 
peared, and by that time nearly all the jurors 
had been admitied, and Majer A. M. Brown, 
M. Swartzweller and other counsel for the 
defense had put in their appearance, 
while A. Johnson, for the prosecution bad 
also arrived. The court opened at 10:50 
o'clock, after which the names of the jurors 
were cailed. Outofa panel of sixty only 
six failed to answer, and some reported later 
in the session. During the preliminary 
arrangements the crowd were kept waiting 
outside, but they were not admitted. In 
five minutestheirnamber wasso great that 
the doors wereclosed. Nutt was brought in 
from jail at about 10:30 o’clock, 
and tock his seat in the dock. He 
was quicily dressed in a new suit of black and 
looked yery pale from his long confinement. 
The prisoner was arraigned in due form, and 
in putting in his piea answered in a firm 
voice, ‘Not guiity,” and demanded a trial 
by God and his country. John Boyle, ex- 
district attorney, of Fayette county, and 
Hon. C FE. Boyle, were then admitted as ad- 
ditional couusel. The work of impanelling 
the jury then begun. At 1:30 p. m. forty 
jurors had been examined and four accepted. 
No adjournment was taken for din- 
ner. While ‘one juror was  be- 
ing questioned a large bouquet was 
sent down from the gallery and placed on the 
table in frontof Nutt.

BRADSTREET’S BUDGET. 


The Financial Disasters ta the South During the 
Past Week, 

There were 345 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the past week,

more than the same week of 1881. The total 
exceeds the record for any one week during 
the past five years. About 69 per cent were 
those of small traders whose capital was less 
than $5,000.
